A. C. Miiedoiiald of Itoya) Mili- 
tary College was made Honorary Pre- 
versity first vice-president. C. R. 
«Ident, R. A. Thomas of Queen's Uni- 
(Sandy) Somervillc of Toronto Uni- 
versity second vico-prcsldi nl, and A. 
it. Saunders of Koyal Military Col- 
lege Socrctu ry - Trcasu rer . 

IÎ. Poquognal of Toronto, retiring 
secretary, presented a report which 
indicated In general a highly satis- 
factory season. Discussion however 
arose over the failure of the inlcr- 
«Uid Junior series to be played off 
Within the time limit. This difficulty 
was met in both Western and. Eastern 
divisions. . 

It was decided that a week longer 



time limit be given lo each section 
and that a winner in both sections of 
the Intermedaie and Junior be decided 
by November 14. 

That all games In Hie series be 
played by the, date set by the Associat- 
ion was ensured by a penally motion 
that, should this not occur the game 
should be forfeited' by one or both 
teams agreeing to postponement, un- 
less permission lie secured from the 
executive, 

Tlie association expressed satisfact- 
ion Willi ihe refereelng of the games 
during the last season. 

It will be recommended lo the Rules 
Commission that the three main 
officials during the game wear white 
sweaters, and that the players' and 
officials benches al the Stadium he 
moved a.s near the field of play as 
possible and In a position distinct from 
the crowd, it' was moved by MIOill 
representatives that all -'0 players 
whioli each team Is allowed to carry 
he allowed to participate in tiie play 
instead of 18 as now. The motion did 
not carry.

General ballot on the Lord Rectorship Project was de- 
cided by Students' Council. 1 

A general ballot on the Lord Rectorship proposi- 
tion will be taken at the same time as the annual un- 
dergraduate elections, during the first week of March. 
This decision was reached by the Students' Council at a 
special meeting held last Saturday following the action 
of the Corporation in deferring decision on the amend- 
ment to the constitution providing for a Lord Rector- 
ship. 

Opinion was not unanimous at the Council meet- 
ing in favour of the balloting expedient since it would 
be a digression from constitutional procedure. It was 
contended that the unanimous vote of a quorum of 
students should be sufficient indication to the Cor- 
poration that undergraduates desired a Lord Rector. 

The final decision in favor of a general ballot on 
the project wasarrived at because the Council felt that 
if some definite action were not immediately taken to 
prove that student opinion was interpreted; correctly at 
the Society meeting on Feb., fourth, the Corporation 
might ultimately exercise its prerogative of throwing 
out the amendment, or else postpone action indefin- 
itely.

A process is at work which should 
synthesize the be si of the culture of 
the Occident and the Orient. And il 
Is this synthezissation that Is greatly 
to be desired according t 0 Dban Go- 
pa Mukerji noted Indian lecturer and 
writer who spolu- at the People's Fo- 
rum last night. Mr Mukerji during the 
course of and address that vividly 
pictured the country or his birth In- 
dia told ol' Ghandi his life and his 
Ideals, and of the India of to-day. Re- 
plying to a question put to him alter 
the lecture as regards India and the 
British Empire V. declared that if 
that remote eastern country were j,d- 
veu Dominion status he thought all 
would go well. L,ul if things should 
continue as they ore might be the 
possibility of 'what the speaker termed 
''black chaos'* in India. 

Not only has indiii in recent years 
experienced an economic and politi- 
cal révolution, bu; what is more, u 
change in morals and manners, Mr 
Mukerji declared al I lie outset of :ils 
address. Ghandi, he said, Is the cen- 
tre of the whole movement. lie Is 

more than a leader. he is a symbol 

shaping things In Hie easl . 

Describing 'lie methods in India of 
taking children to the jungle lo purge 
them of their fear the speaker gave 
a vivid picture o' the vast silence hi 
Hie forest depths, of the nolseg spring, 
ing up. of the tiger, and his 'bright, 
fashing eyes, of Ihe swift descent of 
evening, the .path of the cumbersome 
rhinoceros, the iium of Insects, and 
the large herds of elephants. The VosU 
ness, of the magnitude or the whole

Hudson's back- 
Chcoking was also very u.-eful for 
the victors, stopping many of the 
lied and While aStacks. The Varsity 
defence proved very formidable es- 
pecially in keeping Hie McGill for- 
wards from shooting, consequently 
the Varsity goal did not have 
many hard shots lo stop. McGill 
might have scored If their shooting 
had been better as it seemed the 
weakest point in their game.

Co In c rein had a very busy 
time In the nets stopping lilty-flve 
to Sullivan's forty five shots. The 
McGill goalie's were generally very 
difficult and i! seemed a; many tiincj 
as if the Blue and White would he 
able to add to their score, flog.

The recent plea of the Literary and Debating Society 
executive that the students participating in the various functions of 
the "Lit" prepare their subject matter more carefully before spetik- 
irig is to be highly commended . There is that tendency every- 
where to-day to talk much — and say little. Accusations are con- 
stantly being made against the political world, that there is to 
much talk in parliament and too little action. The feature, too. of 
many after-dinner speeches is an interminable amount of mere talk 
and incessant flow of oratory in which there may be a great deal 
of flower language and many neatly — turned phrases, but an en- 
tire lack of substance, which makes any speech worthless and re- 
sults only in boredom for the listeners. 

In making the pica for more preparation before speaking the 
"Lit" has raised a question which might well be seriously con- 
sidered . Around college, which mirrors much of the life of the 
outside world, the same complaint may be made that there is far 
too much talk, far too little thought and far too little meditation . 

îe plea of the "Lit," amplified to a certain extent, re-iterates the 
words of the Dean of Arts who recently spoke of the numerous 
activities of student life and declared that more thought and more 
contemplation was what was needed at the present' time. 

The students, among others, would do well to emulate the 
good old maxim employed by Shakespeare in Hamlet where Pol- 
onius says (as every Freshman ought to know) "Give every man 
thine ear but few thy voice." Less talk and much more thought is 
bound to show good results not only at "Lit" functions but al 
every function around McGil'

control of its affairs and Introduced 
i new policy. Since that day tho 
Church has boon so Intricately inter- 
woven with politics that It has found 
it Impossible to adopt an ontagonistic 
attitude toward war . 

Even to-day we cannot definitely 
say that Force is Inconsistent with 
Christian principles. The danger lies 
In the tho [riot that controlled Force 
generally degenerates to , Violence 
which Ih Force out of control.; It may 
bo necessary to hold baby's nose lo 
pour down the medlolne, but the pur- 
pose of the Force must not Kb forgot- 
ten In the execution Itself. 

War can never serve Christian ends 
it always becomes violence. Dr. Gif- 
ford here digressed on the subject of 
the reasons why war should no: be 
ContinuiuK, he said Hint nations cm- 
no t experience years of violence. In 
which all customary restraints ai 
more or less thrown off, wllhou 
terrible results. 

Finally,.lt is Hie Christians' duty lo 
adupt certain attitudes which will re 
suit In making war an 'Impossibility: — 
Tha.t ls Christians should' follow th 
rend or national movements Ï' Mil oil 1(1 
labor lo obtain a democracy whor 
the public would understand and ills 
cuss tho Issue between nations; should 
aim substituting International Courts 
for National CourtB; should make 1 
impossible for nations to go to wu 
over a quoston which had not first 
been discussed by the court of n.rhl- 
tution; In deciding his altiludo to- 
wards war Christians should' nQt blind- 
ly follow tho State but should, lot his 
own conscience decide the question

It has been suggested that the so 
lulion lies in the answers In the fol- 
lowing uucsllons. Are .students putt 
ing themselves at the disposal of Hie 
conches In sufficient numbers to en 
sure McCill's best athletic reprcsen 
Int'on. If nut. why nof.' Are the 
coaches employing those methods or 
ailininislration which are in harmony 
with student intellect and lcm»icr- 
(inionlV To these might he added. 
Can anyihlng be done to make "sport 
activities" mure attractive than the 
"recreational activities" of "big ciiy 
life"? The most, difficult problem Is 
in assigning lo these factors their 
appropriate importance In .tliu situa- 
tion. 

It is easy lo see by reading the 
Bally, that the students are not 
turning uni lu sufficient numbers for 
intercollegiate SP"iis. In compari- 
son in some of the turnouts al oilier 
Universities, MkjOM's proportional 
turnouts are small. 

When a stud en I turns nut for some 
brunch of athletics, what is he seek- 
ing. I would unhesitatingly say that 
he Is seeking for diversion, for ré- 
création, and that, the sport he 
chooses Is the one from [ho pursuit 
of which he expects lo obtain maxi- 
mum recreation; I.e. he chooses the 
spurt where die recreation provided 
is most suitable to his needs. No 
student goes into a. sport merely to 
get rid uf Ills excess physical energy. 
If he did. gym classes would fulfil 
his requirements equally well as any 
baXl game. Whiil the student seek Is 
recreation for hi s mind even more 
than exercise for his body; does any, 
student class manual labour as re- 
creation'.' It is no recreation to be 
under discipline except that disci- 
pline be self-imposed: in some coach 
ing s)" s tcnis there is too nwieh cn- 
lorced discipline. 

What the student Is seeking la 
sports is divorslou or recreation, 
which be. can only- obtain hy partici- 
pating in some activity, which will 
allow for the expression of his ini- 
tiative, his personality, his sublimat- 
ed instinctive tendencies. It is for 
the expression of his "own" ability, 
his "own" ideas, that he Is striving: 
it Is not for the expression of the 
initiative, the. personality of any 

coach. That Is, a player cannot en- 

t 

joy the game or sport, ho cannot 
put hits "whole soul" into thc play, 
if the coach enforces his own ideas 
at the expense of suppressing those 
of the player. 

It is more l'or "mental relief" that 
'physical relief' that students par- 
ticipate in sports. This obvious fact 
Is often forgotten by coaches. To be 
yelled at and called unnecessary 
names is no mental relief. Tho wise 
athletic director tries to gel his 
charges to follow his advice by a. 
quieter persuasion. 

H Is just this point of "montai re- 
lief" -which might explain tin: "spoils 
situation. The student ilestfres so 
nwieh recreation and no more; for 
too much is just as bad as not 
enough. There tire two main fields 
of recreation from which the student 
may choose, arid especially Is (his 
Hie case of McGill situated in a large 
city like Montreal. How Is the slu- 
what Is II which deteiMiiin.es his 
choice or social jather than athletic 
recreation? 

Are the hours of practice which 
are required to make any or our "big 
loams" too heavy, du l hôy provide 
too m ii oh "recreation" for llm number 
which the conch would desire to turn 
on.? -Is tho demand In certain s'porls 
nn our energies made unnecessarily 
heavy, so that lew can meet il, and 
others -who like the sport I urn lo the 
social field for recreation? 
II is my liuiU|hlo opinion Ilia I If 

we are to prevent the students from

nver-ohoosing from the "social re- 
creational field", i.e. situated in a 
big city like Montreal, whore social

Work At McjGill University

l-'ew undergraduates réaliste the i*x- 
celleni facilities for research which 
are afforded by the equipment of '.lie 
Biological Building As a result Im- 
portant work has 'been done in physi- 
ology and biology which Cms been of 
great value t" experimental medicine 
Last year the Department or Expéri- 
menta.) of Physlo'.ogy and the profes- 
sors of Physiology was appointed Di- 
rector of Expcr. mental Medicine. At 
the time of litis t roarer five researcli 
scholarships were instittued the ar- 
rangement to cop.tlnue for two years 
for trial. Lost year four exncrhiicntnl 
research scholars were appointed .n 
experimental medicine to spend prac- 
tically a whole year on scientific in- 
vest Ign lion. 

L'ndfr the sliprrviKion of Dr. Tall 
a number of problems arc .being hand- 
led which conceit: the. blood and its 
clotting together witlt methods by 
which bleeding from a wound may fce 
stopped . 

Another worker Is di'vot'lng himself 
to the function of the stplecn— an .->r- 
gan which has hitherto baffled :n- 
nulllng into its vur. It has been found 
that its removal can he curried out 
without the death of the Animai, find 
[at 'lie same time it plays an Import- 
ant role in removing cellular debus 
from the system. If India ink be in- 
jected into the blood stream it be- 
comes coal black owing to the cap- 
tare of the ink pal tides. By perfusing 
the Surviving Spleen with colored 
particles of different kinds new lisht 
has been thrown on its structure and 
operation. 

The liberation of crushed Juice of 
organs and tissue* Into the blood 
stream lias been found to have a poi- 
sonous action. Coi.ditlons of "Surgical 
Shoelt" following vpon severe wounds 
lias been found to be due to Just such 
liberation of tissues into the blood 
stream. Surgical Shock was a common 
occurrence during the Great War but 
no satisfactory explanation was known 
that time. Curiously enough ihe 
poinson of a viper has u similar ef- 
fect and attompls to correlate lfo»je 
different poisons have met with par- 
ked success- 

The third investigation 'involves the 
Injection into the blood stream of 
quart?, panicles of varying grade» 
nnd sizes which tin* had the incident- 
al and unexpected elfeol of producing 
a blood disease. 

Dr. Tait in Joint research with an- 
other member of ih. Staff is parti-m- 
arly engaged with conditions result- 
In* in the coagulation of the blood 
and the processes whereby the bleîd- 
hig of wounds is arrested. When ;■ 
vnsse! is wounded' the perforation ho- 
cimes pïuB8e«l with Special cells, 
which Join together lo form an tr.l- 
besire mass. 

'I'lw first stein it' the cure of a 
.heretofore obscure disease pernicious 
luenemla has "been accomplished by an- 
other worker in Ihe reproduction of 
the symptons. The changes, of cavti- 
> lage into bone ai.d the mechanism of 
1 Lh e ear. by winch fural erpiilibritiu 
of posture is attained have yielded 
some very interesting results. 

One of the Staff who has been n- 
terested in Serology has toecn detsr- 
ininlng the grafting affinities of dif- 
ferent plants. Ff.r instance a tomato 



crin be graf'ed on a potato or un ap- 
ple on a Hawthorn tree. Relative !u- 
ter-gral't!blllty hua been .studied iiy 
ifmuirlty reactions on iiniitiala. Two 
more pieces of research on the hear* 
are in pro-resn by two dlCI'oicnt wor- 
kers including the effect of cooling 
Hie heart and actions of heart drugs 
investigation. The\ are of distinct itn.. 
portanco and part of the former n- 
vestigatioiiM |jf,.ya already lieen pub- 
lished. 

Not tile least interesting are 'he 
experiments conducted by two third 
year students In -Medicine, who have 
been spending pMiclically their whole 
time In lhe laboratory working on 
blood" Sugar and Insulin. Incidentally 
n discovery has been made which Ii."h 
rtxeited the Intorrs! of all the mem- 
bers of the staff and promises to he 
of distinct Importance. 

Naturally then? Investigations are 
far-reaching in character and inci- 
dental observation» even aside some- 
what from Hi*- true purpose of the ex- 
periments often give fruitful results 
The numerous Investigations carrliJd 
on have led to a consideration of par- 
ticular organs of the body and conse- 
quently have Itcet. and arc, of In es- 
timable value to the medical profes- 
sion as- a whole-. In succeeding Issues 
research carried on In other de- 
partments will h? dealt with.
